f riding, spear throwing, archery, sword fighting etc., were 
featured and the youth of Panjab was invited to 
participate in this magnificent mela. 


| After Independence, it was the Sikh dominated hockey 
J team that brought all the available tournament honours f 
to its country. Milkha Singh was the first Indian athlete | 
f to gain any recognition in the Olympics. Great stalwarts 
like Dara Singh Randhawa excelled in the fields of 
wrestling. Bishan Singh Bedi — an excellent bowler in the 
field of cricket, and many more Sikhs ~ not forgetting 
the Kenya Sikh union, whose Kenya Hockey Captain 
Aviar Singh Sohal was a record breaking Captain during 
four consecutive Olympics. On the rally roads, the name 
of Joginder Singh stands out as the first Sikh and Indian 
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| to win the torturous East African Rally four times - 
leaving the world’s best drivers biting the dust. 












Sri Satguru Partap Singh Ji was a very keen sportsman. He
